GENERAL  REPORT 


For  Twelve  Months  ending  30th  November,  1927. 

During  the  year  360  Patients  have  been  admitted,  viz.  :  — 
153  from  Radnorshire,  83  from  Glamorganshire,  26  from  Car¬ 
marthenshire,  25  from  Shropshire,  18  from  Breconshire,  9  from 
Herefordshire,  4  from  Montgomeryshire,  5  from  Pembrokeshire, 
3  from  Denbighshire,  3  from  Staffordshire,  3  from  Lancashire,  3 
from  Monmouthshire,  3  from  Northamptonshire,  and  22  from 
other  Counties.  This  shows  a  decrease  of  38  in  the  number  of 
Patients  admitted  in  the  previous  year.  The  nature  of  the  above 
Cases,  and  the  result  of  their  treatment  at  the  Hospital  will  be 
best  seen  by  a  reference  to  the  Medical  Report  which  follows. 
The  average  daily  number  of  Cases  has  been  23.78  as  compared 
with  19.58,  15.97,  18.94,  24.78,  26.32  and  25.73  in  the  six 
previous  years.  The  average  stay  of  each  Patient  has  been  24.11 
days,  as  compared  with  22.65,  22.17,  21.94,  24.58,  25.35,  and 
23.6  in  the  six  previous  years.  The  average  cost  for  the  year  of 
each  Bed,  including  every  item  of  expenditure  has  been 
£88  13s.  lid.,  as  compared  with  £90  18s.  4d.,  £90'  14s.  3d., 
£77  4s.  4d. ,  £80  Is.  9Jd.,  £83  7s.  5d.,  and  £89  16s.  9d.  in  the 
six  previous  years.  The  cost  per  occupied  Bed  for  the  year 
amounts  to  £137  10s.  Od.  The  number  of  Letters  of  Recom¬ 
mendation  issued  amounted  to  699;  of  these  431  have  been  used. 

The  General  Account  this  year  shows  a  decrease  of 
£267  18s.  7d.  in  the  amount  of  total  receipts  for  the  previous  year. 
Doubtless  this  falling  off  in  the  collections  and  voluntary  con¬ 
tributions  is  attributable  to  some  extent  to  the  general  business 
depression.  The  Committee  urge  that  every  effort  should  be 
made  by  supporters  of  the  Institution  during  the  coming  year  to 
raise  the  amount  of  collections  and  voluntary  contributions  from 
all  sources  to  the  level  of  last  year  at  least.  Unless  the  income 
of  the  Institution  is  increased  it  may  be  impossible  to  keep  open 
all  the  Beds  now  available,  and  the  Committee  urgently  appeal 
for  increased  subscriptions  and  support  in  order  to  avert  that 
course. 

The  shortage  of  accommodation  for  the  Nursing  Staff  has 
again  caused  grave  inconvenience,  and  at  one  period  during  the 
year  Nurses  had  to  be  accommodated  in  one  of  the  smaller  Wards. 
The  Committee  are  of  opinion  that  the  accommodation  for  the 
Nursing  Staff  should  be  improved  and  increased.  There  is  no 
Porter  or  male  attendant  in  the  Institution  or  within  call  at  night 
time,  and  it  is  considered  that  some  provision  should  be  made 
whereby  one  of  the  Porters  could  be  summoned  in  case  of 
emergency  during  the  night.  It  has  been  decided  that  the  best 
scheme  for  providing  extra  accommodation  for  the  Nursing  Staff 
and  the  assistance  of  a  Porter  in  cases  of  emergency  will  be  to 
build  in  the  grounds  of  the  Hospital  a  Porter’s  Lodge  with  accom- 
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modation  for  a  Porter  and  his  Wife  and  extra  sleeping  accommo¬ 
dation  for  the  Nursing  Staff,  and  the  Committee  recommend  that 
during  the  coming  year  steps  should  be  taken  to  carry  out  this 
scheme. 

The  outside  of  the  Hospital  has  been  painted  this  year  at 
a  cost  of  £75,  and  this  sum  has  been  met  by  drawing  upon  the 
Income  Accumulations  Account.  A  further  substantial  expendi¬ 
ture  for  Painting  the  interior  of  the  Hospital  will  soon  be 
necessary. 

The  Committee  record  with  deep  regret  the  death  of  the  late 
Sir  Francis  Edwards,  Bart.,  of  The  Cottage,  Knighton,  who  was  a 
member  of  the  Committee,  and  took  the  deepest  interest  in  the 
management  and  welfare  of  the  Institution.  The  late  Sir  Francis 
Edwards  has  always  generously  supported  the  Hospital,  and  in 
1921  endowed  The  La,dy  Edwards  Ward  in  memory  of  the  late 
Lady  Edwards. 

During  the  year  the  Institution  has  also  lost  another  kind 
supporter  in  the  late  Sir  John  T.  D.  Llewelyn,  Bart.,  of  Pen- 
llergaer,  Swansea,  who  was  a  Life  Governor  of  the  Institution 
and  a  generous  Donor  to  the  Hospital  and  the  funds  of  the  War 
Memorial.

functions  for  the  substantial  sums  received  as  a  result  of  their 
efforts. 

The  Report  of  the  House  Committee  has  been  received  and 
approved,  and  the  thanks  of  the  Committee  are  due  to  the 
Members  of  the  House  Committee  and  the  Secretary  for  their 
constant  attention  to  the  working  of  the  Hospital,  and  the  Com¬ 
mittee  desire  to  give  expression  to  their  warm  appreciation  of  the 
work  of  the  Medical  and  Hospital  Staffs. 

The  Committee  wish  to  convey  their  thanks  to  the  Sub¬ 
scribers  and  Donors,  to  the  Clergy  and  Ministers  who  have  made 
their  Collections  in  places  of  Worship,  and  to  the  Pump  House 
Hotel  Company  and  to  the  Llandrindod  Wells  Urban  District 
Council  for  their  gratuitous  supply  of  Mineral  Waters  for  many 
years,  and  to  all  who  by  Collections,  Concerts,  etc.,  and  through 
Boxes  at  their  Houses,  have  benefited  the  Hospital.

Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

We  beg  to  again  submit  to  you  our  Medical  Report  of  the 
Hospital  during  the  year  ended  30th  November,  1927.  The  work  of 
the  Hospital  has  gone  on  with  regularity,  and  from  the  medical 
point  of  view,  with  great  success.  During  the  period  under  review 
there  were  360  cases  admitted,  of  which  253  were  medical  cases  ;  a 
large  proportion  of  these  were  dealing  with  Rheumatism  and  allied 
diseases.  The  surgical  cases  numbered  101,  which  included  many 
major  operations.  In  the  Maternity  Ward  six  cases  were  treated. 
Since  we  have  been  equipped  with  Medical  Electrical  Apparatus, 
1704  treatments  have  been  administered,  consisting  of  Ionization, 
Galvanism,  Radiant  Heat,  Baths,  Massage,  etc.  The  proportion  of 
recoveries  has  been  very  high,  172  patients  were  discharged  as  well, 
97  very  much  improved.  7  showed  no  improvement,  16  are  still  under 
treatment,  and  there  were  9  deaths.  The  private  wards  have  been 
well  taken  advantage  of,  and  during  the  year,  two  London  surgeons 
of  eminence,  who  came  to  operate  on  private,  cases,  were  full  of 
admiration  for  our  building,  equipment  and  nursing. 

We  again  desire  to  express  our  sense  of  indebtedness  to  the 
Matron  and  Nursing  Staff  for  their  astistance  in  the  treatment  of 
both  medical  and  surgical  cases,  and  we  would  like  to  impress  upon 
the  Committee  the  desirability  of  having  increased  accommodation 
for  the  Nursing  Staff.

RULES. 


1.  — This  Institution  shall  be  known  as  “The  Llandrindod  Wells 
Hospital  and  Count  y  War  Memorial.” 

2.  — The  Institution  is  designed  for  the  accommodation  of  the 
poor  when  suffering  from  disease  or  accident.  No  cases  of  an  infectious 
or  incurable  nature  will  be  considered  suitable.  The  primary  object 
of  the  Institution  being  to  benefit  the  poor  of  Radnorshire  and 
Breconshire,  preference  shall  be  given  patients  from  those  counties. 

3.  — The  property  belonging  to  the  Institution  shall  be  vested  in 
“The  Official  Trustee  of  Charity  Lands”  and  “The  Official  Trustee  of 

Charitable  Funds.” 

4.  — The  Governing  Body  of  the  Institution  shall  consist  of  Life 
Governors  and  Annual  Governors. 

5.  —Life  Governors  and  Annual  Governors  shall  be  qualified  as 
follows : — 

(a)  Each  donor  of  ^"10  before  the  1st  January,  1525,  and  each 
donor  of  £15  15s.  Od.  on  or  after  that  date,  to  the  funds  of  the 
Hospital  shall  be  a  Life  Governor,  and  shall  have  one 
vote  at  any  General  Meeting  for  each  £10  or  ^"15  15s.  Od.  as 
the  case  may  be  in  hi*  or  her  donation. 

(b)  Each  Annual  Subscriber  of  £1  and  upwards  to  the  funds 
of  the  Hospital  shall  be  an  Annual  Governor  and  shall 
have  one  vote  for  each  pound  of  his  or  her  subscription. 

vc)  Each  person  who  remits  to  the  funds  of  the  Hospital  a 
sum  of  £1  and  upwards  received  from  offertories  or  other 
public  collection  shall  be  an  Annual  Governor  for  the 
twelve  months  following  the  remittance  and  shall  have  one 
vote  for  each  pound  of  such  remittance. 

(d)  Each  Donor  of  £1  10s.  and  upwards  to  the  funds  of  the 
Hospital  shall  be  an  Annual  Governor  and  shall  have 
one  vote  for  each  £1  10s.  of  his  or  her  donation. 

6.  — A  General  meeting  of  the  Governors  shall  be  held  annually 
in  the  month  of  January,  convened  with  not  less  than  14  days’  notice 
by  the  Secretary. 

7.  — No  motion  not  arising  out  of  the  business  of  the  flay  shall  be 
made  at  any  General  Meeting  without  previous  notice.  Such  notice 
shall  be  given  in  writing  to  the  Secretary  on  or  before  the  20th  of 
November,  and  a  copy  of  it  shall  be  forwarded  to  each  Governor  with 
the  notice  convening  the  Meeting.  In  case  of  doubt  as  to  the  motions 

which  this  rule  applies,  the  decision  of  the  Chairman  shall  be  final 

8. — A  Committee  of  Management  consisting  of  not  less  than  twenty 
Governors,  shall  be  elected  at  each  Annual  General  Meeting,  in 
addition  to  ex-officio  Members.  Honorary  Officers  appointed  by  the 
Committee  shall  be  ex-officio  Members. 

9.  — The  Committee  shall  at  its  first  Meeting  elect  their  Chairman, 
who  shall]  hold  office  until  the  first  Committee  Meeting  in  the  ensuing 
year.  In  his  absence  at  any  Meeting  the  Members  present  shall  elect 
a  Chairman 

10.  — The  power  of  making  and  repealing  Rules  for  the  government 
of  the  Institution  shall  be  vested  in  the  Committee  of  Management  for 
the  time  being.  No  alterations  shall  be  made  in  the  Rules  unless  notice 
in  writing  of  the  proposed  changes  shall  have  been  sent  to  the 
Secretary  at  least  one  month  prior  to  the  dal.  *.  of  the  next  Meeting  of 
the  Committee. 
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11.  — Committee  Meetings  shall  be  heid  at  the  Hospital  and  he 
convened  with  ten  days’  notice  unless  notice  of  proposed  alterations  m 
the  Rules  shall  have  been  sent  to  the  Secretary,  under  Rule  10,  in 
which  case  the  Committee  Meeting  shall  be  convened  with  Twenty-one 
days’  notice,  and  in  such  notice  the  Secretary  shall  specify  any  changes 

12.  — The  Committee  shall  hold  its  first  Meeting  within  one 
Calendar  Month  of  its  election.  Special  Meetings  shall  be  convened  by 
the  Secretary  at  any  time  on  the  written  request  of  the  Chairman 
or  of  three  Members  of  the  Committee.  Seven  Members  shall  form  a 
quorum. 

13.  — The  Committee  shall  have  full  power  to  appoint  and  dismiss 
all  officers  and  servants  of  the  Hospital;  to  fix  their  remuneration  when 
salaried ;  to  make;  such  bye-laws  as  may  be  required  for  the  good 
management  of  the  Institution  and  to  delegate  such  powers  and  duties 
as  they  may  think  fit  to  Sub-Committees  of  their  number. 

14.  — Members  of  the  Committee  shall  be  entitled  to  visit  ard 
inspect  the  Hospital  at  all  times,  and  the  Committee  may  make 
arrangements  to  ensure  that  the  Hospital  shall  be  visited  by  Members 
of  the  Committee  at  regular  intervals. 

15.  — The  Committee  shall  at  its  first  Meeting  appoint  the  Medical 
Staff  for  the  ensuing  year.  No  gentleman  shall  be  eligible  unless  he 
possesses  the  legal  qualifications  required  by  the  Local  Government 
Board. 

16.  — In  case  of  a  vacancy  occurring  from  any  cause  in  the  Medical 
Staff  in  the  course  of  the  year  the  Committee  may  make  such 
arrangements  as  seem  to  them  most  advisable  for  the  current  period. 

17.  — The  Matron  shall  devote  her  whole  time  to  the  duties  of  the 
Hospital.  She  shall  have  charge  of  all  the  linen,  bedding,  towels,  etc., 
and  keep  a  correct  inventory  of  the  same  for  producing  when  required 
by  the  Committee,  and  shall,  subject  to  the  approval  of  the  Committee, 
have  power  to  engage  and  dismiss  the  servants  of  the  Institution.  Her 
engagement  shall  be  terminable  by  three  months’  notice. 

18. — The  Secretary  shall  be  appointed  by  the  Committee  to  conduct 
the  correspondence  relative  to  the  Institution ;  to  pay  all  bills  by 
cheque  ;  to  collect  the  subscriptions,  and  keep  an  account  of  the  same, 
and  to  fulfil  such  duties  as  the  Committee  may  direct. 

19.  — Patients  shall  be  nominated  by  Governors  and  admitted  at 
the  discretion  of  the  Consulting  Physician,  excepting  the  cases  therein 
otherwise  provided  for. 

20.  — Subscriptions  shall  be  due  on  Januarv  1st  each  _  year,  and 
no  Governor,  whose  subscription  is  in  arrear,  shall  be  entitled  to  be 
present  at  any  meeting. 

21.  — Each  Life  Governor  shall  have  one  Letter  of  Recommendation 
annually  for  every  £10  in  his  or  her  donation  given  before  the  1st  January 
1925,  and  for  every  £15  15s.  in  his  or  her  donation  given  on  or  after  that 
date  ;  each  Annual  Governor  shall  have  one  Letter  of  Recommendation  for 
every  £1  contributed  which  will  he  forwarded  on  receipt  of  subscription  ; 
and  each  Donor  shall  have  one  Letter  of  Recommendation  for  every  £1  10s. 
in  his  or  her  donation.  The  letters  remain  in  force  only  until  the  end  of  the 

urrent  year,  unless  specially  dated  under  Rule  5  (c)  at  the  time  of  issue. 

22.  — Every  application  for  admission  is  to  be  addressed  to  the 

Secretary,  with  a  letter  of  Becommendati on  duly  fdlecl  up.  If  the 

patient  is  not  admitted,  a  new  Letter  of  Recommendation  will  be  sent 
to  the  Governor  who  recommended  the  case. 

23.  — Any  suitable  case  with  one  Letter  of  Recommendation  can 
he  admitted  in  the  Hospital  for  a  period  of  not  exceeding  three  weeks, 
subject  to  the  approval  of  the  Medical  Officers.  Should  a  longer  stay 
in  the  opinion  of  the  Medical  Officers  be  advisable,  or  very  desirable. 
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another  Letter  signed  by  a  Governor  (but  not  otherwise  filled  up)  will 
be  required  for  each  further  period  of  three  weeks.  The  Patient  to  i&y 
in  advance  7s.  per  week.  Patients  not  residing  in  Radnorshire  ot 
Breconshire  to  pay  10s.  6d.  per  week.  All  Children  under  the  age  of 
14  years  to  pay  5s.  per  week.  Cases  of  sudden  accident  only  may  be 
admitted  without  a  Letter. 

24.  — The  Committee  shall  have  power  to  enter  into  any  special  arrange 
ment  for  the  reception  of  particular  Patients  and  such  special  arrangement 
in  case  of  conflict  with  Rules  shall  prevail.  Such  special  arrangement 
shall  not  be  made  by  the  Committee  for  a  longer  term  than  12  months, 
unless  it  shall  be  confirmed  by  Resolution  at  the  first  General  Meeting  of 
Governors  to  be  held  after  the  date  of  such  arrangement. 

25.  —No  Board  of  Guardians  can  be  a  Life  Governor  or  an  Annual 
Governor  of  the  Institution,  and  no  Letter  of  Recommendation  can  be 
issued  to  any  Board  of  Guardians.  Suitable  Cases  can  be  sent  to 
the  Institution  by  any  Board  of  Guardians  upon  the  terms  that  the 
Board  of  Guardians  pay  a  sum  per  day  sufficient  to  cover  all  expense 
of  the  maintenance  and  treatment  of  the  Patient  sent  by  them,  and  a 
Patient  who  is  in  receipt  of  relief  from  the  Guardians  can  only  be 
admitted  in  this  manner. 

26.  — Pauper  Patients  shall  be  admitted  on  the  distinct  under¬ 
standing  that  all  cases  entitling  the  Parochial  Medical  Officer  to  an 
extra  payment  shall  be  paid  by  the  Guardians,  as  before. 

27.  — Every  male  Patient  who  is,  or  whose  dependants  are 
entitled  to  Benefits  under  the  National  Health  Insurance  Act,  shall  pay 
in  advance,  in  addition  to  the  Patient’s  Fees  already  payable,  a  furtnej 
Patient’s  Fee  of  2s.  6d.  per  week,  and  every  Female  Patient  who  is,  oi 
whose  dependants  are,  entitled  to  such  Benefits  shall  pay,  in  addition  to 
the  Patient’s  Fees  already  payable,  a  further  Patient’s  Fee  of  1/-  per 
week. 

BYE-LAWS. 

1.  — All  Patients  are  expected  to  have  a  bath  on  the  day  of 
admission,  unless  otherwise  ordered. 

2.  — Patients  before  leaving  their  Ward  in  the  morning  shall  turn 
back  the  bedclothes  and  open  the  windows,  if  fine.  Patients  aie 
expected  to  make  their  beds  after  breakfast,  to  wash  up  after  meals, 
to  dust  the  Wards,  to  assist  in  nursing  other  Patients,  and  to  help  in 
general  work  of  the  Hospital,  unless  excused  by  inability,  at  the 
discretion  of  the  Medical  Officers.
